Juan  Seguin  and  Col.  James  Bowie  were  honored  by  the  TNA  at  the  39th 
annual  convention  in  Houston.  Silver  and  bronze  medals  designed  by 
Frank  Galindo  were  released  commemorating  the  duo's  allegiance  to  the 
Lone  Star  State. 

Bowie  known  for  the  knife  named  after  him,  was  one  of  the  commanding 
officers  at  the  alamo  during  the  Texas  Revolution  of  1836.  He  became 
ill  during  the  battle  against  Santa  Anna  and  relinquished  full  command  to 
Col.  William  Barret  Travis. 

Seguin,  the  Mexican  Texan  who  believed  Texas  should  be  its  own 
republic,  fought  in  several  battles  of  the  Texas  Revolution  and  was 
active  in  the  siege  of  Bexar  in  1835.  That  same  year  he  received  a 
commission  as  captain  of  a  cavalry  unit.  He  led  a  small  company  of 
Mexican  Texans,  loyal  to  the  notion  of  a  future  Texas  republic,  to  the 
Alamo. 

Frank  Galindo  researched  various  Texas  legends  before  deciding  on 
Bowie  and  Seguin.  He  also  met  with  Henry  Torres  the  great-great- 
great-great  grandson  of  Seguin.  Juan  Seguin  also  became  San  Antonio's 
first  Mexican  American  mayor.  Seguin's  memory  is  remembered  in 
other  ways,  the  city  of  Seguin,  east  of  San  Anotnio,  changed  its  name 
from  Walnut  Springs  in  the  19th  century. 

We  are  proud  to  honor  these  two  Texas  legends  on  the  TNA  39th  medal 
set.

Jr  Research  Foundation  was  brought  into  existence  in 
December  of  I99J  The  purpose  of  the  Research  Foundation  is  to  keep  intact  in  perpetuity 
rare  and  very  significant  collections  of  U  S.  Numismatics  to  the  end  that  they  will  be 
available  to  serious  numismatists  for  purposes  of  education  and  research. 

The  foundation  announced  in  early  February.  1996.  the  availability  of  a  set  of 
electronic  indexes  for  numismatists,  which  can  he  searched  through  the  Internet  at 
http  wa\ w  hbrf.org  Called  NIP.  for  the  "Numismatic  Indexes  Project."  these  numismatic 
indexes  provide  any  student  of  researcher  an  instantaneous  way  of  locating  what  the 
scholarship  of  the  past  century  has  produced  in  major  American  numismatic  periodicals. 
The  indexes  are  in  ASCII  form  and  are  made  available  free  of  charge  to  those  interested  in 
using  this  tool  of  research  Also  under  development  are  other  areas  of  numismatic 
knowledge 

"Numismatic  Literature”  is  a  series  published  by  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  since  1946.  listing  publications  and  abstracts  from  around  the  world  on  a  wide 
variety  of  numismatic  topics  This  50  year  span  is  being  made  available  electronically  (as 
time  permits)  lor  searching  and  research:  the  early  years  and  the  last  several  years  are 
currently  available,  with  more  to  come 

Other  databases  of  numismatic  information  are  also  in  process  in  order  to  make 
this  a  premiere  numismatic  internet  site  for  research  and  information.

I  he  Foundation  presently  owns  over  eight  hundred  items  which  are  of  significant 
interest  to  the  scholar  and  student  of  l  nited  States  Numismatics.  Hie  present  collection 
consists  of  over  two  hundred  fifty  different  specimens  of  large  size  I  S  paper  currency, 
together  with  over  live  hundred  United  States  pattern,  experimental  and  trial  pieces.  The 
currency  covers  the  period  from  the  inception  of  l  S  currency  at  the  beginning  of  the  Civil 
War  tii  the  time  it  was  withdrawn  from  circulation  during  the  1920's,  at  which  time  it  was 
replaced  h\  smaller  hills 

The  "Pattern”  collection  consists  of  an  outstanding  representation  of  this  area  of 
Numismatics,  which  is  so  important  to  the  researcher  for  a  full  understanding  of  the 
evolution  of  American  coinage.  Manx  specimens  are  quite  rare,  and  all  are  in  exemplary 
condition

He  loveo  the  TNA  and 
Numismatics,  his  favorite  collection  consisting  ot  Mexican  Coinage  His 
family  and  triends  will  miss  him  and  remember  all  the  good  he  has  done 
for  us.  Here  is  a  brief  biography  of  the  man.  Stanford  M  (Mac) 
Kennady. 

Bern  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  on  August  16,  1925.  His  family  moved  to 
San  Antonio  in  September  of  1941.  Mac  graduated  high  school  in  May  of 
1943  and  joined  the  U  S.  Navy,  serving  in  the  Pacific  until  his  honorable 
discharge  in  December  1945. 

Mac  graduated  from  Trinity  University  in  San  Antonio  in  1950  with  a 
B  S.  degree  in  Sociology  and  minors  in  chemistry  and  mathematics.  He 
then  continued  his  education  at  Our  Lady  of  the  Lake  College,  completing 
35  hours  toward  a  Master  of  Social  Work. 

In  April  1950  he  married  Eleanor  E.  Higgerson  and  had  four  children. 

For  13  years  Mac  was  a  sales  representative  for  three  different 
major  pharmaceutical  manufacturers.  He  went  to  work  for  the  Texas 
Department  of  Health  in  April  1965,  in  the  Product  Safety  Division.  In 
April  1973  he  transferred  to  the  Title  XIX  EPSDT  Dental  Program.  In 
May  1980  the  entire  program  was  moved  to  the  Texas  Department  of 
Hjman  Resources. 

Mac  also  has  a  long  list  of  volunteer  work  with  community 
organizations.  He  worked  with  the  American  National  Red  Cross  as  a 
Water  Safety  Instructor  for  23  years  and  22  years  as  a  First  Aid 
Instructor  He  was  the  Water  Safety  Chairman  for  Bexar  County  for 
nine  years.  Mac  also  served  as  an  assistant  Scoutmaster  of  Troop  55  in 
Austin  for  6  years. 

Mac  is  remembered  by  most  of  you  for  his  long  and  dedicated  service 
to  the  TNA.  A  charter  member  from  i960.  Treasurer  from  1965- 
1985.  TNA  President  from  1985  to  1989,  Frist  Vice  President  from 
1989  to  1992.  and  Second  Vice  President  from  1992  to  1997. 

Mac  was  also  a  member  of  the  Texas  Public  Employees  Association. 
He  joined  in  January  of  1949  as  an  employee  of  the  Texas  Highway 
Department  With  this  organization  Mac  was  the  President-elect 

Chapter  28  from  Sept.  1976  to  Aug  1977;  President  Chapter  28  Sept 
1977  to  Aug  1978.  Board  member,  Chapter  28  from  Sept  1978  to 

Aug.  1980.  He  was  also  a  Region  VII  Council  Member  from  Sept,  1976 
to  Aug.  1979  and  as  a  delegate  from  1977-1981.

AMAZING  HOARD  OF  ANCIENT  ROMAN  DENARI 

Due  to  a  fortunate  purchase  by  *he  Jonathan  K  Kern  Co  ancient  department  we 
can  now  ofle-  again  our  very  popular  Roman  e-npire  denari  portrait  gallery  These 
ancient  Roman  silver  denari  ^singular  denarius)  were  struck  during  the  height  or  the 
Roman  Empire  from  56  to  235  AD  The  Roman  Empire  stretched  from  Scotland  to 
Arabia  from  Morrocco  to  Poland  from  Germary  to  Egypt,  and  the  Mediterranean 
was  known  as  the  "Roman  Lake*  It  was  an  empire  line  the  world  had  never  known 
and  has  not  known  since  Dozens  of  aspiring  generals  and  tyrants  like  Justinian 
Charlemagne  Napoleon,  and  Hitler  tried  and  failed  to  recreate  the  Roman  Empire

fasces  on  the  reverse  is  a  symbol  of  Roman  justice  Tne  Roman  Empire  was  the 
birth  culture  of  the  Christian  religion  All  one  has  to  do  is  visit  modern  Pome  now 
and  look  at  the  Colosseum  built  by  Vespasian  the  triumphal  arch  of  Titus  Trajan's 
Column  and  the  Forum  of  T'ajan  These  are  2  000  year  old  ruins  which  reDresent 
only  a  small  traction  o*  tne  awe  nspir.ng  grardeur  of  this  amazing  civilization 

The  average  weight  *s  about  3  5  grans  of  good  silver  They  were  hand  struck  with 
the  reverse  de  embedced  in  an  “anvil"  of  log  cross  section  and  the  obverse  die  was 
held  and  struck  with  a  hanc  sledge  hammer  These  silver  jewels  were  struck  in 
massive  quantities  to  fuel  the  economic  needs  of  a  vast  thriving  empire  and  indeed 
as  this  hoard  demonstrates  the  oldest  denari  in  the  hoard  passed  from  hand  to  land 
for  over  125  years  before  being  bur.ed  They  were  struck  bv  hand  engraved  dies  by 
skilled  artists  known  as  celators  The  portraits  of  all  the  different  Reman 
emperors  anc  their  family  members  are  like  a  portrait  gallery  of  miniatures  silver 
busts  or  like  a  precious  metal  three  dimensional  photo  album  The  reverse  dies 
were  a  so  carefully  engraved  usjallv  to  deoict  all  the  gods  goddesses  heroes  and 
nymphs  of  Roman  mythology  Other  reverse  commemmorated  mil  tarv  victories 
religious  cr  coin  ca!  events  or  just  plain  propaganda

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THE  ADOPTIVE  EMPERORS 
COINAGE  OF  ROME'S  ZENITH 

Tne  English  historian  toward  Gibbon  termed  the  second  century  A  b  the  napp.e.*; 
age  in  history”  Between  96  and  180  A.D  the  Roman  Empire  was  ruled  by  a  series  of 
capable  emperors  After  the  assassination  in  A  D  96  of  Domitian  the  Iasi  of  the 
Flavian  emperors  the  Senate  chose  one  of  Iheir  own  nembers  the  elderly  NERV0 
lo  succeed  to  the  throne  To  secure  the  support  ot  the  army  the  new  emperor 
adopted  the  general  TRAJAN  as  ms  son  and  heir  in  AD  97  This  adoption  set  a 
precedent  ter  the  next  four  emperors- T  RAJ  AN  HADRIAN  ANTONINUS  PIUS 
and  MARCUS  AURELIUS,  would  come  tc  the  throne  as  the  adoptive  son  of  their 
preoecessor  Under  these  "adoptive  emperors  "  the  Roman  Empire  woulo  reach  the 
2enith  of  its  power  and  prosperity 

lr  AO  98  TRAJAN  became  emperor  upon  the  death  of  NERVA  Under  TRAJAN 
the  Roman  Empire  underwent  ts  last  significant  territorial  exoansicn  After  two 
campaigns  (AD  101-*02  and  106-106)  TRAJAN  annexed  the  Kingdom  of  the 
Dac  ans  (modern  Romania).  In  the  Forum  of  Rome  there  still  stands  tne  awe 
nspiring  column  of  TRAJAN  depicting  the  military  campaign  against  the  Dacians  r 
detail  as  ever  2  500  figjres  spira  upward  around  the  126  foot  height
